The  Sixteenth  Census  of  the  population  of  England  and  Wales 
was  taken  on  the  23rd  April,  1961. 

The  previous  (Fifteenth)  Census  for  England  and  Wales  was 
taken  in  April,  1951. 

Although  there  is  provision  for  a census  to  be  taken  every  five 
years  under  the  Census  Act,  1920,  there  was  not  sufficient  need 
for  a census  in  1956.  There  has  therefore  been  a census  every  ten 
years  since  the  series  began  in  1801,  broken  only  in  1941  when  the 
war  prevented  one  being  held.

5 cases  were  notified  during  the  Year,  giving  a rate  of  6.05 
per  1 ,000  Total  (Live  and  Still)  Births. 

In  1959,  19  cases  were  notified,  the  rate  of  incidence 

being  23.14 . 

The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1960  was 
11.03. 

Infant  Mortality 

During  the  year  there  were  15  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  and  Table  V (page  13)  shows  the  various  causes. 

Of  the  15  infant  deaths,  13  occurred  in  hospital. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Of  the  15  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  (see 
Table  V),  13  occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life.

(a)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Eighteen  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  five  other 
forms  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  twenty-eight 
and  one  respectively  for  1959. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  resulting  in  a rate  0.047  per  1,000  population  as  comp- 
ared with  0.07  for  1959. 

No  death  occurred  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.

Salmonella  Infections — All  these  cases  were  thoroughly 
investigated  but  it  was  found  impossible  to  trace  source  of  infection. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  vaccinations  in  the  Area  are  undertaken  by  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

During  the  period  under  review,  459  vaccination  notifications, 
in  respect  of  Barry,  were  received  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health 
Office,  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  compared  with  286  in  the 
previous  year,  and  374  in  1958. 

The  increase  number  of  vaccinations  will  be  noted,  but  one 
feels  that  a still  higher  figure  would  be  desirable  in  a seaport  area.

29  children  (18  boys  and  11  girls)  were  discharged  from  care 
to  parents  or  guardians  during  the  Year. 


At  the  end  of  the  Year,  43  children  (21  boys  and  22  girls)  from 
the  Barry  Area  remained  in  care . 


9 children  are  provided  with  foster  homes  in  the  Area,  whilst 
13  Barry  children  are  away  in  Approved  Schools. 


In  addition,  one  family  in  the  Area  is  supervised  by  the 
Children’s  Officer  under  Home  Office  Circular  157/50 — -“Children 
neglected  or  ill-treated  in  own  home.  ” 


Old  People’s  Welfare 

During  the  Year,  9 men  and  14  women  from  the  Ban  y Area 
were  admitted  to  Homes  for  the  Aged  under  the  control  of  the 
Welfare  Services  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 
The  Director  of  Welfare  Services  (Mr.  J.  Howard  Bargh)  has  also 
indicated  that,  in  all,  some  52  ex-Barry  residents  are  so  accom- 
modated. 


On  the  31st  December,  1960,  5 women  from  the  Barry 
Area  were  awaiting  admission  to  Homes  for  the  Aged. 


The  ready  co-operation  at  all  times  of  the  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  the  close  liaison  between 
the  staff  of  the  S.E.  Glamorgan  Area  (Area  Clerk — Mr.  R.  H. 
Radcliffe)  and  this  Office  has  frequently  made  possible  the  early 
and  successful  investigation  of  obscure  and  difficult  cases. 


During  the  Year,  the  local  Voluntary  Committee  for  the 
Welfare  of  Old  People  continued  its  main  work,  i.e. , the  main- 
tenance of  the  register  of  old  people  living  alone  and  the  visiting 
by  constituent  organisations  of  housebound,  lonely,  old  persons. 


In  addition,  345  old  people ’were  visited  during  Old  People’s 
Week  and  presented  with  gifts  by  the  Mayor  and  representatives 
of  the  Committee. 


At  Xmas,  the  Committee  provided  208  parcels  which  were 
distributed  by  the  local  Scouts. 


The  Committee’s  “Night -Sitter-In  Service”  continued 
successfully  throughout  the  Year,  night  attendants  being  provided 
on  28  occasions  to  a total  of  8 cases. 


Application  is  made  to  the  Committee  by  the  General  Practit- 
ioner in  charge  of  the  patient.  Payment  for  the  Service  is  made 
by  the  patient  according  to  means. 


The  Scheme  does  not  envisage  the  provision  of  long-term  aid 
but  it  is  intended  to  relieve  relatives  for  short  periods  from  the 
strain  of  nursing  bedridden  patients. 


Chiropody  Services 

The  Barry  Nursing  and  Samaritan  Association  continued  to 
provide  a Chiropody  Service  for  older  persons  who  were  unable 
to  afford  the  full  fee  of  a private  practitioner. 


During  the  Year,  1,961  treatments  were  given. 


In  September,  1959  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  inaug- 
urated a Domiciliary  Chiropody  Service  for  homebound  old  people 
on  similar  lines  to  that  provided  by  the  Barry  Nursing  and 
Samaritan  Association.  Up  to  the  end  of  i960,  27  cases  had 
received  attention. 
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Meals  for  Old  People. 

During  1960,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  of  the  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service  served  5,764  meals  to  house-bound  and  bed- 
ridden old  people  (5,300  meals  in  1959). 

In  addition,  a Darby  and  Joan  Luncheon  Club  is  held  at  the 
W.  V.  S.  premises  where  luncheons  are  served  to  members  who  are 
able  to  attend.  During  the  Year,  5,126  such  meals  were  served. 

National  Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

Four  donation  sessions  were  held  during  i960,  the  calling 
of  donors  being  arranged  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

During  the  Year,  514  donations  were  received  at  these  sessions, 
this  figure  including  66  new  donors. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  with 
water  from  Taf  Fechan. 

Water  is  brought  by  a single  main  (approximately  17  miles 
in  length),  from  Taf  Fechan  Service  Reservoir — Cefn  Glas — to 
the  St.  Lythans  Storage  Reservoir  (capacity  3 million  gallons) 
situated  a few  miles  outside  the  Borough  Boundary. 

From  St.  Lythans  the  water  is  brought  into  Barry  by  a single 
main  which  feeds  the  service  reservoir  at  Stumpy  (storage  capacity 
4 million  gallons).  This  incoming  main  also  supplies  direct 
certain  high  lying  areas,  around  the  fringe  of  Barry.  However, 
the  Borough  is  mainly  supplied  from  Stumpy  Reservoir  which  is 
at  a higher  elevation  than  the  old  one  at  Pencoedtre  (now  aban- 
doned). As  a result,  the  Town  supply  is  at  a more  effective 
pressure. 

The  combined  storage  capacity  of  St.  Lythans  and  Stumpy 
•(7  million  gallons)  has  proved  sufficient  to  maintain  normal  supply 
in  the  Area  when  difficulties  have  arisen  on  the  Trunk  Main  from 
Taf  Fechan. 

A booster  pump  installed  at  Stumpy  also  provides  a safeguard 
for  the  higher  fringe  area  should  trouble  arise  in  the  Trunk  Main 
between  St.  Lythans  and  Stumpy. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  the  demand  for  water  is  increasing 
year  by  year,  and  the  demand  in  the  Barry  area  conforms  with  the 
average  throughout  the  Country,  being  slightly  in  excess  of  an 
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increase  of  2%  per  annum.  This  annual  increase  means  that 
no  water  supply  arrangements,  however  good  they  are,  can  remain 
static. 


With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings,  all 
houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
mains. 


Under  the  national  policy  of  regrouping  of  water  undertakings, 
the  Barry  Water  Undertaking  was  amalgamated  within  that  of 
the  Cardiff  City  Corporation  on  1st  April,  1960. 


The  Barry  Health  Department  continued  to  take  samples 
throughout  the  Year  with  uniformly  satisfactory  results.  The 
following  are  typical  reports.

Swimming  Pool. 

The  swimming  pool,  which  is  of  i j million  gallons  in  size,  is 
of  the  open-air  type  utilising  sea  water  with  a turnover  period 
of  12  hours. 

Breakpoint  chlorination  was  instituted  in  1956  and  has  proved 
very  efficient,  giving  a completely  satisfactory  water  with  a 
minimum  residual  over  breakpoint  of  one  part  per  million  in 
the  heaviest  bathing  loads  (which  are  often  in  excess  of  5,000 
admissions  to  the  Pool  daily). 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  under- 
taken from  the  shallow  and  deep  ends  of  the  Pool  with  uniformly 
satisfactory  results. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  main  sea  outfall  systems  of  sewage  disposal 
in  the  Area. 

The  drainage  from  the  western  end  of  thq  Town  is  discharged 
into  the  sea  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  Cold  Knap  Point  below 
the  low  water  mark  of  ordinary  tides  and  in  positions  where  the 
currents  are  in  ordinary  circumstances  in  the  seaward  direction. 
Notices  are  exhibited  both  at  Watch  Tower  Bay  and  at  the  end  of 
the  Knap  Promenade  warning  bathers  of  the  presence  of  this  outlet 
and  advising  them  to  keep  clear  both  immediately  before  and 
after  low  water. 

• The  outfall  for  tlm  eastern  end  is  at  Bendrick  Rocks. 

As  mentioned,  in  the  1954  Report,  the  eastern  end  of  the 
Borough  is  rapidly  developing  and  the  Corporation  have  continued 
with  their  plans  for  a new  scheme  of  drainage  for  this  area.  The 
first  section  will  be  completed  in  1961  and  Ministry  approval 
will  be  sought  for  the  remainder  of  the  scheme  including  foul 
and  storm  water  pumping  stations. 

One  small  treatment  works  at  the  western  end  of  the  Town 
serves  about  55  houses.  Apart  from  theiC  dwellings  and  a few 
farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all  other  premises  are  connected 
with  the  public  sewer.

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  9 seamen’s  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  78  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and 
regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 


Temporary  Structures 

The  limited  number  of  temporary  structures  in  the  District 
is  being  gradually  reduced  as  families  are  re-housed  from  those 
dwellings  showing  most  deterioration. 
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Caravan  Sites 

There  are  three  sites  in  the  Borough  licensed  in  respect  of 
caravan  dwellings. 

The  first  of  these  is  permitted  to  house  thirty  caravans 
throughout  the  year  and  the  licence  is  renewable  annually.  The 
second  site  has  a seasonal  licence — from  April  to  October  inclusive 
— and  also  houses  thirty  caravans.  The  occupier  of  the  third 
(which  is  formed  by  three  separate  parcels  of  land)  is  licensed 
to  erect,  station  and  use  eighteen  movable  dwellings  thereon. 

All  three  sites  are  well  maintained. 

Housing 

During  the  Year,  1 ,752  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of 
sanitary  defects. 

288  informal  notices  were  served  and  250  complied  with. 

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  taken  in  3 cases 
and  10  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  this  type  of  action  (7  by 
owners  and  3 by  the  Corporation  in  default). 

Two  properties  were  demolished  during  the  Year  but  no 
Closing  Orders  were  made. 

The  enforcement  of  housing  repairs  continues  to  be  a difficult 


task  but  reasonable  results  were  obtained.

In  addition,  45  transfers  and  56  exchanges  were  arranged. 


The  Corporation  pursues  the  policy  of  allowing  not  only 
exchanges  among  their  own  tenants  but  also  with  those  of  other 
local  authorities  and  with  tenants  of  private  houses  in  the  Barry 
Area.  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  small  families  to  transfer 
from  large  houses  knd  so  ensure  maximum  use  being  made  of  the 
accommodation  available. 


Up  to  the  end  of  1960,  2,551  applicants  in  all  categories  had 
been  re-housed  since  the  War,  and  746  transfers  and  498  exchanges 
had  been  arranged . 


House  Letting  Scheme. 

The  Scheme  generally  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Treasurer 
but  certain  aspects  of  it  affect  the  Department  and  these  are 
discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs. 


General  List 

All  applications  for  admission  to  this  List  are  considered  for 
the  award  of  points  on  the  grounds  of  “Insanitary  Conditions  and 
Absence  of  Normal  Health  Requirements.”  During  the  Year,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  made  224  inspections  for  this 
purpose  and  details  of  sanitary  marks  resulting  were  forwarded 
to  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department. 


Special  List  (Health!) 

As  far  as  the  General  List  is  concerned,  no  points  are  awarded 
on  the  ground.;  of  ill-health.  However,  anyone  who  has  made 
application  for  a Council  house  can  submit  a medical  certificate 
in  support  thereof.  These  are  considered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and,  where  deemed  necessary,  recommendations  for  re- 
housing on  medical  grounds  are  submitted  to  the  Corporation. 
Lettings  from  the  Special  List  (Health)  are  on  a proportionate 
basis  with  other  Lists,  i.e. , one  in  seven,  and,  during  the  Year, 
5 cases  were  so  dealt  with. 

From  the  Scheme’s  inception  to  the  end  of  the  Year,  198 
applicants  had  been  re-housed  on  health  grounds,  the  medical 
conditions  involved  being  as  follows: —

Special  List  (Sub-Standard  Accommodation) 

In  1960,  only  one  family  (from  an  ex-military  hutment) 
was  re-housed  from  sub-standard  accommodation  but  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  there  are  now  no  occupied  ex-military  hutments 
within  the  Borough. 

Old  Age  Pensioners’  List 

Four  out  of  every  eighteen  pensioners’  dwellings  are  allocated 
on  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and,  during 
the  Year,  three  such  applicants  were  re-housed. 

Drains 

During  the  Year,  39  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint  or 
after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in 
previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection  before 
being  closed  in. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corporation  have  had 
a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into  operation . 
Complaints  received  are  immediately  investigated  and  the  methods 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are  followed.  During  the  year,  298  premises  were  treated,  viz., 
205  private  dwelling  houses,  75  business  premises,  and  18  Local 
Authority  properties.  Follow-up  visits  were  made  in  every 
instance . 

A maintenance  treatment  for  rats  in  sewers  is  carried  out 
twice  yearly  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.  Types  of 
poison  and  of  bait  are  varied  in  accordance  with  Ministry 
recommendation  for  each  treatment. 
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Public  Cleansing 

The  semi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  daily  removal 
of  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  mechanical  transport. 
Salvage  work  has  been  discontinued  in  view  of  the  difficult 
market  conditions. 

During  the  Year,  the  controlled  tipping  at  the  dis-used  claypit 
at  Cadoxton  was  completed  and  a new  site  taken  over  at  Pontypridd 
Road.  This  is  a valley  area  which  will  be  levelled  with  the  event- 
ual aim  of  providing  a pleasure  walk  from  the  Town  to  Porthkerry 
Park. 


With  a view  to  future  needs,  land  adjoining 
boundary  of  the  Town  is  also  being  made  available.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream) 
Act,  1950 — Specification  of  Areas 

Barry  became  part  of  a specified  area  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954. 

During  the  Year,  52  samples  of  milk  were  bacteriologically 
tested  for  keeping  qualities;  50  proved  satisfactory  and  2 un- 
satisfactory. In  the  latter  cases,  repeat  samples  proved  satisfactory. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953,  and  The  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1954. 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Regulations  to  dealers 
selling  “Pasteurised,”  “Sterilised”  and  “Tuberculin  Tested” 
Milks. 

There  are  no  pasteurising  or  sterilising  plants  within  the 
Borough . 

In  August,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960, 
were  published  and  these  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October 

1960. 

These  Regulations  introduce  a new  form  of  licence,  the  dealer’s 
(pre-packed  milk)  licence,  which  may  authorise,  in  a single  form 
of  licence,  the  use  of  any  or  all  of  the  appropriate  special  desig- 
nations where  the  milk  is  obtained  by  the  licensed  dealer  pre- 
packed. 

All  types  of  dealers’  licences  issued  on  or  after  1st  January, 

1961,  will  lie  valid  for  five  years  from  that  date,  and  will  be  renew- 
able for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949-1954 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises  covered 
by  the  Regulations  and,  generally  speaking,  these  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition . 

Ice  Cream 

Strict  supervision  of  the  314  premises  registered  as  manu- 
facturing and/or  retailing  ice-cream  was  exercised  throughout  the 
Year  and  the  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations,  1959  were  found  to  be  observed.  There  are 
relatively  few  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  Borough  as  the 
tendency  in  recent  years  has  been  towards  the  emergence  of  larger 
factories  which  supply  the  many  retailers.  This  trend  has  simpli- 
fied the  supervision  of  ice-cream  manufacture. 

Thirty-five  samples  were  taken  in  11130  and  these  were 
submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

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Meat  inspection  (Shops) 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  420  lbs.  of  meat  in 
Butchers’  Shops.  The  greater  portion  of  this  was  affected  with 
internal  decomposition. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  1960. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  ist  November,  i960, 
and  require,  with  certain  exceptions  of  little  local  interest,  all 
butchers’  meat  and  imported  meat  which  is  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption to  be  sterilized,  and  all  knacker  meat  to  be  stained  or 
sterilized,  before  entering  the  chain  of  distribution. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

These  Regulations  amend  and  consolidate  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955  to  1957,  and,  except  in  their  application  to 
ships,  came  into  operation  on  ist  October,  i960. 

The  Regulations  lay  down  requirements  in  respect  of: — 

(i)  the  cleanliness  of  premises,  ships,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc., 
used  for  the  purposes  of  the  food  business  and  of  apparatus  and 
equipment  used  for  those  purposes  ; 

(it)  the  hygienic  handling  of  food ; 

(in)  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
food  and  of  their  clothing,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where  they 
suffer  from  or  are  the  carriers  of  certain  infections  liable  to  cause 
food  poisoning; 

(iv)  the  construction  of  premises  and  ships  used  for  the  purposes 
of  a food  business  and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  such  premises 
and  ships  and  of  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.  ; 

(v)  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  provision  of  a water  supply 
and  washing  facilities; 

(vi)  the  temperatures  at  which  certain  foods  which  are 
particularly  liable  to  transmit  disease  are  to  be  kept  on  catering 
premises. 

Food  Inspection 

Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out  and  during  the 
Year,  6,441  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  All  these  condemned  foodstuffs  were  destroyed 
at  the  Corporation’s  Refuse  Destructor.
